3* Friction between Moslems and the Chinese is strong, and many minor uprisings 
by Moslems have ocounec recently* This hatred is of religious origin, and 
as religion and nationality are usually confused, suoh friction becomes 
ethnio and national in scope* Moslems of Turkish origin are known for their 
dislike of Communism which Is regarded as a Chinese phenomenon, 

4, The Mongols of Chinese Central Asia do not participate in any inter-tribal 
struggles They are left alone by other tribes beoavvse of the indifference 
of Buddhists, their own religious toleranoe, and beoause of their laok of 
interest in any matter concerning present life.
